and Hudſor*s-Bay-Companys ;, and in the perpetual Inſurance upon Lives, and all Lotteries 

and Mault Tickets, and all Annuities, payable by the Government; to be paid when Sold 
and Transferred, as Buyer and Seller can agree. Trat Care be taken to prevent the Selling 
Stocks, Cc. to feveral Perſons without any Money, or ever Transferring them.

III. That one Shilling be paid for every Original Copy, of all Pamphlets, News-

and Books ef all ſorts, that ſhall be Printed and Re- printed, (except Bibles and Common- 
Prayer Books) and Six-pence for every Advetriſement; this will not raiſe the price of any *© 
Books or Pamphlets, | | 


That one Pound be paid for every hundred Pounds lent upon Mortgage, and one Pound 
be paid for every hundred Pound paid for the purcheſe of any real Eſtates and Leaſes, to be 
paid in a limited time, after the Deeds are Executed, at{the Regiſtracy-Office for the County, 
if there be any, or otherwiſe at the Stamp-O flice, or elſe not to be good, and Valued in 


Law. 
v. That all Perſons that ſhall be Naturalized for rhe future, ſhall pay each perſon the

VIII. That one Shilliag in the Pound be paid for all Fines, for calling all Perſons upon the 
_ Livery, many the Companys and Corporations, and all Fines for Sheriffs, and Pariſh- Offices 

throughout Great Britan, great part of theſe Fines being ſpent in extraordinary Eating and 
Drinking, and a ſmall part may be ſpared. ; 


IX. That all Carts, Carrs, and Carriages, that carry any Goods, or Laidings, to and 
from any Wharfs and Docks, within the City of London and Bills of Mortality, and all 
Carrs and Carts that ſtand and ply in any of the Streets, may pay Yearly each Carr and 
Cart to the Government, the Sum of and be numbred, 
and Licenſed, ( except Carroons and Carts, that pay one hundred pounds for a Figure, or 
Licenſe, and ſomething Yearly to Chriſt's: Hoſpital ; and Ten pounds every ſeven Years,
